Jtr«9fe Last Evening. 


Last evening the independent republi- 


cans conducted a meeting at the 
Academy 
of 
Music. 
The 
audi- 


ence was composed of all classes, 
drawn there by the announcement that 
speeches were to be made by former re- 
publicans and by men well known, who 
now refused to support the nominees 
of the party for the presidency and vice 
presidency. It was an audience that 
would honor any speaker and the raptur- 
ous "applause which greeted the orators 
showed that their tolling blows struck 
the sentiments of the majority of those 
present. 


The building was well filled as the 


Rev. Webto, the Episcopal minister, 
who had been chosen president of the 
evening, stepped to the front and intro- 
duced the first speaker, Mr. Samuel M. 
Foster, the well Known dry goods mo* 
chant. 


Mr. Foster was wnnnly received and 


immediately launched forth in an ad- 
mirable address on the subject of a pro* 
tective tariff. He proved himself to bo 
the master of his subject and his india- 
pntble arguments were clinched with 
earnestness and zeal. He- proved thnt 
Mr. Blaine had misrepresented mid mis- 
constructed the facts in making state- 
ments as-to the cost of'labor. Mr, Fos- 
ter proved by census reports that the 
cost of labor was far 
below 
the 


tariff 
protection 
on 
all 
protected 


articles. He showed Mr. Blame's false 
positions on the, cost of labor on pig 
iron, showing that the labor only cost 
$2.70 per ton, instead ot the much larger 
amount which the republican chieftain 
had claimed. His statements were sap- 
ported by figures taken from republican 
authority and which he handled with 
such eonsumate skill that he must cer- 
tainly have convinced or at least set in 
motion the minds of all who heard him 
upon this great question. 


HA. FOSTER'S SPEECH. 


Mr. President, fJuUes anil Oontlomen: 
Let no timid democrat feel that his 


party ia called upon to father one word 
of what I shall say to-night. This meet- 
ing, as I understand it, is a sort of a 
"free for all," "go as yon please" affair, 
open to everybody who, for one reason 
or another, finds it impossible to consist- 
ently support the republican ticket 
It 


is a meeting ran by a lot of American 
Pharisees and English dudes, "yon 
know," and the democrats, at any rate, 
can hardly be held responsible for what 
is said and done; at least, not so far as I 
am concerned. 


"The world is governed."said the first 


Napoleon, "three-fourths by the imagin- 
ation." To day we are protected by a 
protective tariff in about the same ratio, 
irad in about the same manner—three- 
fourths by the imagination. 
Men ac- 


cept aa true toe statement that high 
wages in this country are the result of 
the existing high tariff, when the truth 
is that the high wages _and gener- 
al prosperity exist, in so far as they do 
exist, not on account of the tariff, but in 
spite of it 


Protectionists have been wont to place 


here on one side our existing high tariff, 
then over against it, here on the other 
aide, they place the fact that labor in 
better compensated iu the United States 
than in the old countries of Europe. 
Then, without process of reason, by 
mere assertion, they make the one de- 
pend upon the other as cause and effect. 
Assert a thing often enough and boldly 
enough and the world will often accept 
it without stopping 'to question its truth. 
Acting on this principle the advocates of 
the present 'system have gone up and 
down the length and breadth of our laud, 
proclaiming themselves the laboring 
man's dearest friend, and the protective 
tariff the author of all his blessing. 
This has been their stock in trade, this 
the coating they have used to make pal- 
atable the medicine they have been ad- 
ministering to the American people. I 
propose to attack the enemy in this, his 
chosen stronghold. 


I have here a fair sample of tho way thin 


argument is generally put It is adodger 
recently scattered broadcast through the 
east: 


"American workingmen! 
Do you 


want yonr factories closed, foundry lives 
put out, looms silenced, business killed, 
and industry crippled? If you want any 
or all of those, tho surest way ia to turn 
tho government into tho hands r.f tho op- 
ponents of tho tariff, who, by removing 
the protection with which tho timlf 
guards tho industries of America, would 
Hood tho land with British and European 
manufactures to tho uttor ruin of your 
interests." 


There you have tho whole argument. 


There is never any more to it 
Upon 


this in one form or another they ring all 
the changes.' The substance is tun same 
whether you hear it from the lips of the 
presidential 
candidate now swinging 


round the circle, or from the political 
economist sitting astride a barrel in a 
country btore. 


Let me tak«this dodger as .my, text 


I might pit one assertion against another, 
and say tlint our industries will not be 
crippled, that the interests of the work- 
iugmen will not be ruined by handing 
the government over to the opponents of 
the present tariff! Having said this, the 
issue is made tip, and I have proved as 
much as my opponent I might, how- 
ever, imitate his mode of argument and 
ask him how many factories are already 
closed, how many foundry fires put out, 
how many looms silenced, ia the -very 
face of an excessive tariff. 


Ah, my friends, the protectionists are 


now very-much in the plight of the in- 
ebiiated individual we have'all heard uf. 
He was sitting late ono night on his own 
doorstep. "What's tho mutter," asks 
the policeman, "haveyou lost your tey." 
"No, I've got my key, but I've lost mv 
keyhole." The protectionist^ have been 
for years fitting their protective tariff, as 
a key, into the prosperity of the country 
as a key hole, and thus unlocking the 
support of the people for their iniqui- 
tous system. They've got their key yet 
but they've lost their key hole and their 
key is no good. It won't work. They 
are not pointing as they did four years 
ago, to the booming industries of the 
country and sating, "behold how good a 
thing is high taxation." 


The true measure of wages is, of 


course, not dollars and cents, unless 
everything else is measured and express- 
ed in the s.ime terms: Wages are high- 
est when a day's 1-ibor will give the most 
return in the good things of life. They 
are lowest when a day's labor will give 
the least return iu these good things. 
For instance, if it takes ten hours labor, 
say, iniEngliiud to earn a pair of shoes, 
a woolen shawl or n flannel shirt, while in 
America similar f hoes. a similar shawL 
or a similar shirt can be earned by equal 
effort in tight hours, it in apparent that 
labor IP better compensated iu America 
than iu England, In general terms then, 
labor is best compensated in that country 
where cffort,ybt>iug equal,- the most ot 
the necessaries, comforts and luxuries of 
life are procured. 
In this sense then 


arc wo to speak of wages as high or low. 


Said a certain Englishman (I hardly 


dare to mention his uiuue less my pro- 
tectionist friends should declare me a 
traitor to the American flag,) "when two 
bosses are running after one workman 
wages will advance. When two work- 
men are running after one boss wages 
will decline." There you have the whole 
thing in theory and practice, all other 
things being equal 
Jt is not the tariff 


which is the principle thing affecting 
wages, but the old familiar law of supply 
and demand. 


Lot us look first at the unprotected in- 


dustries. Take for instance the men at 
work on "yonder new Presbyterian 
church. They 
receive better wages 


tfj;m 
men 
occupied 
at 
similar 


work 
iu London. Yes, but 
why? 
Is it because they are taxed for the bene- 
fit of a woolen mill down in Massachu- 
setts? Nut a bit of it. It is because 
their labor is iu greater demand here 
than in London. Take the printers at 
work sticking type for in article showing 
the blessings of a protective tariff, liable 
to be published in to-morrow morning's 
paper. 
They are better paid than Lou- 


don printers. 
Yes, but why? Is it be- 


cause of a protective tariff on their la- 
bor? Not a bit of it, for there is none. 
If some oue would' invent a scheme to 
protect us from those same protective 
editorials a boat of readers would rise up 
and call him blessed. 


What is hue of stone masons and 


printers is true also of every other man 
who labors in unprotected industries. 
The tariff adds not one jot or tittle to 
their compensation, but on the contrary, 
it is constantly taking from it And how 
much does it take?-. Is the amount to be 
measured by their wealth? 
No; the 


amount of tax they pay is according to 
the size of their families and the capaci- 
ty of their stomachs. 
A healthy insti 


tution, that which taxes a man accord- 
ing to the mouths he has to feed and the 
bodies he has to clothe. What a glori- 
ous commentary on our glorious high 
tariff! 
Further, my friends, it is apparent 


that the great moss of toilers in all the 
unprotected trades and professions are 
similarly affected by the tariff. What 
does it do for the engineers, brakemeu, 
conductors, -telegraph operators and all 
the rest of our railroad, employes? I tell 
yon, friends, that every lawyer and every 
doctor, the man who writes and the man 
who prints, every/ merchant, trader and 
dealer of «very kind, the gentleman in 
his coach, the coachman on his box, the 
minister in the pulpit, the poor wash- 
woman in the pew, every one of the 6,- 
000,000 who labor for their daily bread 
in the professions, in tho unprotected in- 
dustries, and in trade and transporta- 
tion, receive, honestly, nothing but tax- 
ation at tho hands of our protective 
tariff, and taxation, too, bo it remember- 
ed, four-fifths of which goes not into tho 
hands of tho government, but into the 
pockets of our handful of capitalist man- 
ufacturers. 


If tho protectiv. tariff enhances tho 


compensation of labor, why ia it that our 
best paid \vorkmeii are found in tho 
ranks of unprotected industries. Car 
pouters are better paid than weavers, 
bricklayers earn moro than minors. If 
the high tariff then works naught but 
detriment, to tho class of mon I have 
mentioned what docs it do for tho eight 
million mon who labor on our farms, the. 
very botio and sinew of our nationiil pros- 
perity. They ulono must cmnpoto for 
purohiiHors in tho mnvkcls -of tho world. 
They must soil their products at tho 
market, price the world oilers. Bear this 
in mind, that tho price of wheat at ouv 
seaboard, that is, who'n tho gamblers arc 


not cornering it, depends upon its value 
iu foreign markets. Why? Because we 
always have a surplus ana tlijs being the 
case tho home price never goes above 
tho price at which that surplus can be 
marketed. Of conrseitnevergocs below 
tho export price, it would not, even if we 
bad uo surplus, for the moment it got 
below the export price it would at once 
be bought for export and begin moving 
out of the country. Experience has 
shown you the truth of this theory for, 
whenever the crop of the world is short 
the home price has been high, the ex- 
porter and the home buyer, competing. 
Paste this in yonr hat, that the price of 
wheat at any point is the price at which 
we can sell our surplus, less the cost of 
transportation to the seaboard. 


God pity the American farmer when 


the wheat raisers of Europe and Asia 
shall have so improved their methods of 
labor that they con raise all the wheat 
that the old world wants. Bear in mind 
also that while the farmer is competing 
in the old world with the Ryots of India 
aud the little better than slave labor of 
Russia, with ail the costs of transporta- 
tion against him, he is taxed heavily on 
all that he has to buy. And the farmer 
too pays this tax not on what he has, but 
on what be wants, not on 'his property, 
but on his needs. 
, 
% 
Now we have in this country who labor 


one way and another, a total of seventeen 
and one-half millions. Four millions are 
iu the professions and personal occupa- 
tions, two millions are busy in trade and 
transportation and eight millions, nearly 
half, are tillers of the soil Total thus 
for fourteen millions. We still have left 
three and one-half millions. Of these 
two and three-quarter millions are en 
gaged ih'hiuirafactories. We have hastily 
examined the status nnder the tariff of 
fourteen millions who labor. 


We now approach the labor of the 


protected industries. Be patient with 
me, I shall endeavor to avoid alt mathe- 
matical mummery. 
Naturally 
we 


should expect to find this high tariff put- 
ting lots of mouoy into the pockets of 
the mutt, women and children, employed 
therein. 
Instead of that we find them 


receiving wnges scarcely enough to sup- 
ply the necessaries of life. Tho law of 
self interest would lend us to expect to 
find, as we do fiud, that the employer 
hires his nienatthelowestpossiblengnre, 
regardless of the amount uf the tariff. 
His charities are bestowed in an alto- 
gether different and much more ostenta- 
tious manner. He even goes abroad and 
imports foreign labor to take tho place of 
tho men who will not submit to a reduc- 
tioft in their pay. The less he pays for 
labor the greater ore his profits. He 
says that all ho auks is for sufficient pro- 
tection to cover the difference between 
the cost of labor here and in Europe. If 
he gets auy more than that, of course he 
whacks up with the laborer; but does 
he? Let's see. In I860 the total wages 
paid for lalmremployediu manufactories, 
was about $918 millions, a little less. 
The profits on this labor, $1027* mil- 
lions, that Is the profits were greater 
than tho entire amount paid for labor by 
nearly eighty million dollars. That u 
what became of the protection bounties 
which our beautiful high tariff enabled 
the manufacturers to charge the Ameri- 
can people through the boom of '79 and 
'80. Inscribe those figures, my protect- 
ionist friend, on the tablet1* of yonr mem- 
ory and when you assert that your tariff 
tax is for tho benefit of your labor, may 
you remember the fate of Ananias. 


In 1880, the average wages paid in man- 


ufacturing, mechanical and mining par- 
suits was $346. 
That was. tho booming 


year, remember. 
This year it would 


be 20 to 80 per cent less. 
During the 


boom of 1880, when steel roils wers sold 
at $67 or 968 a ton, the manufactories 
running night and dny, they took every 
dollar they could under the tariff. 
The 


iron men paid out for labor, counting 
two boys a man, an average of about 
$423. Paste that in yonr hat, also, my 
friend,' and when you are tempted to say 
that it takes 40 per cent, to cover the 
difference between European and Amer- 
ican labor, remember Ananias. 


Did it ever dawn on you that we are, 


to-day, 
suffering 
on 
transportation 


charges over all our railroads, for the 
price we paid for rails to build them with 
during the railroad building of 1879 and 
1880. No wonder our railroads are de- 
faulting on their interest when they must 
earn dividends on such inflated values. 


During the same year woolen gooda 


advanced from 15 to 30 per cent The 
woolen men made tremendous profits 
and extended themselves in every direc- 
tion. In the census year the woolen men 
paid out for labor an average of 8315 per 
capita. But for every $315 paid for labor 
they salted down in wise or unwise in- 
vestments $488 as profits. Paste that in 
your hat, my protectionist friend, and 
again remember Ananias when disposed 
to moke your same old assertion regard- 
ing the object of a protective tariff. 


The cotton mon did as well for them- 


selves but not for their labor. They paid 
$246 that year per capita, but their prof- 
its exceeded the cr-st of their labor by 
$5,000,000. And yet the leather-lunged 
and brazen faced fellows from their seats 
in congress tell the country Unit it, is the 
workmen who receive nil tho benefit of 
the high protected taxes imposed on the 
country. 
Oh, that they too, would be 


mindful of the Eito of Aiwuins. 


The pnper nieirpn.id iu wages $8,500,- 


000, their profits were $12,500,000. For 
oyory $100 paid for labor they took out, 
$150,. profit. 
Tho wages, 
including 


skilled workmen, averaged $349 a year 
and (hit paper men, to a man, swear that 
they would be ruined if tariff taxes were 
lowered. 


Hero is another little oxamplo: 
Two 


tons of iron ore make one ton of pig iron. 
Tho cost of labor in two tons of oro is 
$2 70; cost, of labor in ono ton of pig 
iron, $8.35; amount of pig iron in ono 
ton of merchant bar iron, 1,8 tons; cost 
of labor in tho amount of pig iron in ono 
ton of morchimt. bar iron, $4.35; cost of 
labor in ton of mevohiiut bar iron, $13.00. 
Formulated the statement becomes: 


Cost of tabor In 2 ions of iron ore 
$3 70 
Cost of labor in" 1.3 tons of pig Iron 
— 4 35 
Cost of labor in 1 ton of merchant bur 
iron __

That covers labor's nhare from the 


time the crude material leaves the earth 
till it is sent from the mill a finished ar- 
ticle of merchandise. 
Now what is the 


tariff on merchant bar iron? $33.60 per 
ton, or $13.55 more tbnn enough to pay 
for nil the labor. I tell you, friends, la- 
bor does not get the tariff. 
It is fallacy 


to suppose that it does. 


A short time ago we had what was 


called a tariff commission—a thing fear- 
fully and wonderfully made. 
When it 


was announced that such a commission 
was to be formed the friends of tariff re- 
form took courage. 
But the pro- 


tectionists got away with us. They cap- 
tured the president and through him the 
commission. This commission set out, 
according to their own report, to reduce 
tho tariff 20 to 25 per cent,. They suc- 
ceeded in reducing it 5 per cent, 
and now onr 
high 
tariff 
friends 


are determined against 
the 
car- 


lying out of the - reduction 
pro- 


posed by their own commission. Bnt the 
most wonderful ..thing about that com- 
mission was a man named Porter, a 
member of it 
He went to Europe in 


the'interests of the same men whom he 
had represented on the commission. He 
went, he said, to study tho industrial 
condition of the old world preparatory 
to writing a report thereon. For six Ion? 
weeks, not including Sundays, hestudied 
the industrial condition of Europe, stud- 
ied it very much as General Logan is 
said to* have studied the financial ques- 
tion. Mr. Porter made a report of what 
he saw and it made very gloomy read- 
ing. He went further and argued the 
case of a protective tariff. Great Britain, 
he told us, has made itself what it is by 
protection. When we shall have protect- 
ed ourselves to the same pitch we can 
afford to follow England's example and 
levy a tariff for the government instead 
of for the manufacturers. But hold ou 
Mr. Porter, you've snid a good deal 
about pauper labor and protective . tariff 
and industrial supremacy. Let me form 
a syllogism out of what yon have proved 
so much to your own satisfaction. 
You 


say that protection has caused England's 
industrial supremacy. 


But England's industrial supremacy 


depends upou her pauper labor. There- 
fore England's protection has caused her 
pauper labor. 


I doi\'t believe you can pick a flaw 


with that argument if you admit the 
premises. But I deny the first premise. 
Protection mode England what she was 
forty years ago. A tariff for revenue 
only has made her what she is to-day. 


The natural inference from the way 


protectionists speak of Great Britain is 
that all we have to do in this country is 
to adhere to onr protective tariff and we 
too will attain commercial importance 
and cheap labor. I verily believe that 
this » partly true, that protection is hur- 
rying our manufacturers to the same 
glorious 
achievement 
of 
pauper 


labor to 
which it 
has so safely 


5 


aided all the nations of Europe. 
n other words all that our manufactor- 
ies need in order to have onr labor aa 
cheap as that of their English competitors 
is time and taxes and plenty of them. 


Talking of industrial supremacy, now 


are we to obtain it? In - one way only 
by reducing the cost of manufacture. 
How can wo do this? By ' only one of 
two ways. Either by cheapening our 
rawmaterialorcher.peniuglabor. lam told 
that Mr. Blame, lately asserted that the 
cost of raw material was but a small ele- 
ment in the cost of production compared 
to the coat of labor. Oh shades of Ana- 
nias! The average cost of labor in all 
tho manufactories for 1880 was seventeen 
per cent of the value of the finished 
product, leaving eighty-three per cent to 
be divided between profits and raw ma- 
terial. 


Now when we want to cheapen the 


cost of production the tariff steps in and 
says you can't take it off of the raw ma- 
terial, you had bettor take it oil of labor. 
And that is what we shall have to do" if 
we make any attempt to carry out that 
broad, commercial policy that Mr. Blaine 
talks so grandly about. How Mr. Blaine 
expects to get down the cost of produc- 
tion so that we can compete for South 
American trade with tho nations of the 
world, not one of which taxes raw ma- 
terial, ia pnst my comprehension. Per- 
haps he, knows they say he is very smart 
No protectionist country has yet beeu 
able comfortably to support 200 persons 
to the square mile. France has 180, 
Germany 199, England supports about 
400, and little Switzerland with her snow 
clad mountains takes good care of 177. 
Protectionists -think 
we 
ore doing 


wonders when with our boundless prairies 
wo take ciiro of fourteen. 


You know the economic law controll- 


ing wages. Wages will never fall perma- 
nently lielow this return which aman can 
get cultivating the soil. Where this re- 
turn is large the minimum of wages will 
V>o high. That return in this country 
owing to cheap and abundant lands is 
large. Hence tho minimum of wages is 
high. You saw this theory demonstrated 
in the depression following the panic' of 
'73 The unemployed lalror o/ our cities 
was driven to take refuge upon the un- 
ocupied lands of the country and helped 
to set in motion tho magnificent harvests 
that sent us booming through "itf and 
'80. Alas, that labor should have receiv- 
ed so little out of that hoomasthocenatis 
of 1880 shows. 


I spent five minutes yesterday in the 


court house square and heard Major 
Calkins going through the same old 
formula regarding a protective tariff. 
Wo all know it, some of us better than 
w« know tho Decalogue or tho Apostles' 
Creed. Listen to tho familiar words 
'*\Vo believe in laying a tariff for a two 
fold purpose. First, to raise a revenue 
second, to protect. American industries*'. 
With tho first, purpose I have no quarrel. 
But oh, mon and brethern of the repub- 
lican party, how long will you go on 


humbugging the people with the par- 
adox that taxing them will make them 
rich. Why not be honest, you, who 
make the proud boast that yon have al- 
ways dealt honestly with the people on 
every 
question. 
Whv 
not 
tell 


them 
we laid this tariff in the 


first place, to raise the sinew? of war 
wherewith to save the nation, we are 
continuing it in order to raise the smews 
of war wherewith to save our purty. You 
tell me that nearly every manufacturer 
is a republican. I grant it, but every 
mother's son of them spells republican- 
ism as you aud I spell self-interest and 
protectionism. 


I love the memory of. the republican 


party, j.I glory in the way *»he shed her 
bloody the cause of human freedom, 
but, on, that she should now take for 
her mission the dei.th of that second* 
kind of liberty, human freedom; 
She 


baa faced the country towards the wrong 
horizon. The time is propitious in which 
to stop, turn round, and set our 
faces 
toward 
a 
New 
Jerusalem. 


Never wan there a time so well suited to. 
reverse our mistaken policy. Values are 
low, accumulations of stock nre small, 
while our graueries are full almost to 
bunting. 
„ 


I do not ask you to undo with one full 


swoop the results of long vesrs in ' our 
mistaken course. 
But, oh, turn ronnd, 


Face the other wav and let us travel, even 
though it be slowly with onr faces to- 
ward the light. 


Do yon blame me for standing here to- 


night Hear ma From the crown of 
my head to the sole of my feet nm I 
impregnated 
with the belief that a 


protective tariff is against the best inter- 
ests of oar country. 
The partj of 


ny youth seems wedded to what I be- 
ieve to be an economic heresy. Shehas 
chosen as her leader its ablest and most 
agressive exponent nnd he is forcing the 
Sglit. Is there room in the republican 
party for me now? Some of you ray 
that the tariff is not an issue. I tell yon 
it is an issue and Blaine in making the 
most of it and we who believe it 
wrong 
must meet it with courage 


or go down before it, panic stricken, as 
we did iu this state four years ago. 


Friends, you have my maidfen speech. 


Rate it is you will, I have at least made 
it in a cause that lies close to my heart 
Would that it bad l>ecn better, would 
that I could have shown yon even clearer 
that which I have attemped to show, 
viz: That between a protective tariff 
aud the high wages existing iu this 
country there is no relation of cause and 
effect.
